After an active saommer's husiness there
wore 1hose among the jobbers who looked for
some decrease in the volame of trace duriog
the present month, 1t dud not wy pear Lardiy
possible thut the demand for all classes of
merchandise in o jobbing way would keep up
its midsummer pace. So far, howaver, Lhoso
jobbers who waora antiy Ipnting » devreaso
have been, for tho most part, hapoily disup-
pointea. Evergthing 18 moviog in o most
satisfuctory manner in Jobbing circles and
complaints from that source sre unheard of.

Dealers in dry goods, hardware, boots and
shoes, wie,, say that business 15 good Leciuse
there 18 plenty of money io the country. Con-
sUMmers want the goods auwd they have the
money to pay for them, and they indulge
themevlves 1o u grostof extent in what might
be terned the luxuries, thus inereasing the
demand for the boltter grades of goods. Dry
poods jobbors say thers bhas been o ;zuuc_! de-
mand for heavy flanpels and other winter
gFoods,

Girocery jonbers have another roason for
the good trade which they are experiencing
10 addition 1o money being plenty 1n the
country, The fatlure of the fruit and vege-
tuble erop leaves the people with only corn
vl wheat, which, though very hapdy to
turn Into cusn, becomes rather monotouous
08 # stendy bill of fure. Accordiugly Luere
15 un epormous demand for all Kinds of
eanned fruits sand vegelables, dried fraits,
coreal goods sod in fact fuorevervibiug that
would nuturally help make up for u luck of
frosn frults and voeetables, Prices in these
lines are firm and there is no prospect of o
decresse i the demand until another sum-
mor sedason rolls around. For those reasons
’-,mm, ol groceries are invariably predici-

ng the continunnce of geod trade through
Lthe present year atleast,

As tho jobbing trade depends entirely upon
the retall teade, 1t s bardly oeccessury o

i fair crop the present season, bas pluced the
